Buttermilk Cottage Cheese. 
I doubt if any 
housewife 
knows 
that the delicious sohmier kase. or 
eottage-cheese. can be m a d e fixini but­ 
termilk as well as plain sour milk 
Many farm households have been de­ 
nied the cheese 
because 
they use 
cream separators and accumulate no 
•our milk. 
Put the buttermilk in a 
jar on the back part of the stove 
where it will heat slowly; it requires 
a little more heating to curd than 
does other milk. 
When It. has entire 
ly separated, pour off the whey, and 
turn the curd into a cheese-cloth sack 
to drip, letting it stand from eight to 
ten hours. 
When it Is dry, stir a 
small amount of salt into the curd, 
and mix with sweet cream or rich 
milk — Woman’s Home Companion for 
January.

opening sen ten ce. 
Morse Makes Statement. 
”J have hoped," the statem ent, con­ 
tinued, "with th at hope which com es 
from a con sciou sn ess of my innocence, 
th at I will not h ave to close out for­ 
ev er the light and liberty of th is world 
under such an inhum an sen ten ce. 
I 
had felt that the fact t 
I had paid a 
fine of $7,000,000 and served a year in 
prison would sa tisfy the cry for a vic­ 
tim . and I have stead ily b elieved that 
courts would be com pelled to give me 
a new trial. 
W hen 1 learned that the 
private d etectiv es of th e prosecution 
w ere the keepers of th e jury, that the 
jury drank like m en upon a jaunt or a 
holiday rather than citizen s engaged 
in a serious service, and that as a re­ 
sult two of them w ere rendered unfit, 
I naturally hoped that I w ould he al­ 
low ed another trial by another jury 
free of those h ostile influences. 
“It seem s, how ever, that the courts 
Intend to estab lish the practices w hich 
m ake rum drinking a part 
o f 
jury 
service and p rivate d etectiv es as the 
cu stod ian s of a Jury a perm anent in 
stitution . 
By th is sen ten ce and judg­ 
m ent I m ay be brought to ruin; but 
the danger done to m e is not half as 
Im portant as the injury to the adm in­ 
istration of ju stice. 
I am now up»in 
years and m ust w ith the passing of 
tim e pass also; but th e record of my 
con viction and the way it w as brought 
about will rem ain a lastin g and dan­ 
gerous exam ple of a governm ent gone 
mad in search of a victim . 
“ W h e th e r I shall serv e my full s e n ­ 
te n c e I am not able to say, m uch de 
p en d in g upon how m uch the g o v ern ­ 
m e n t at W a s h in g to n shall look upon 
it. 
I have g r e a t faith that all right 
th in k in g m en and w om en w ho know of 
m e an d my < ase and who realize t.he 
in h u m a n ity of my senten ce, will rnak< 
k no w n th e ir feeling s to the p resident. 
W h a te v e r the f u tu re may bold in store 
liberty o r im p riso n m en t 
I shall e n ­ 
d eav o r to m eet in th e sa m e way I have 
strug gled ag ain st the m isfo rtu n e s of 
th e p ast tw o years."
